Whole Nation; and 4gainſt this the Powers of Hell 
cannot prevail, if you do not ſlacken in the glorious and 
envied Spirit raiſed among you.--- Take thoſe who raifed 
it, and thoſe who ſuffer for it, . priviouſly into your 
care, and Arm thoſe Champions of Liberty with the 
great | influence you have in the grand Council of the 
Nation; no other but this ſtep can enſure you theſe 
bleſſings of Independency and Freedom, which you may 
never again have ſo fait an opportunity to contend for.
